might hear me, I could remember you of a 
time when I got by the Chimney into a 
Chamber, when you were once ſnap'd as 
in a Rat-trap, and brought you out like a 
Cat through a Garret window. More ſhe 
had ſaid, (for ſhe was very much provoked) 
had ſhe not amidſt the violence of her paſſ- 
on broken the ſtring of her Beads, which 
were of dead mens teeth, who ſhe had 
made away, Which ſhe began to pick up.

might be aſſured | was not in Hell. * He had 
ſcarce ſaid ſo but he dyed : we buried him 
meanly enough God knows, for that he was 
a Stranger. You cannot imagine, but we 
were very ſad at this accident. 

Don Aloxſo heard of it, and having no o- 
ther Son but Doz D3ego, he began to believe 
the Stories-we had told him of Ragots cru- 
elties, and to give credit to the relations of 
the two Ghoſts, for by this we were redu- 
ced to a pitiful paſs. In fine, he came to

Ehold us. then arrived at Don Alonſo's 
houſe, where we were preſently pur 

to bed; but with much eaſe and care , 
that our bones might not ſtart out of our 
ſkins, ſodry and thin were we. There were 
Oculiſts ſent for, to ſearch out our eyes, for 
they were ſo funk into our heads, that we 
ſtood in need of a wormer to ſerue them up 
again. For my own particular, 1 had been 
hardlier uſed then Doz Diego, and hunger 
had wrought more powerfuily on me, for 
that I was treated like a Servant, infomuch 
that it was a good while before they could 
find where my eyes weres Phyſicians were 
ſent for, who preſcribed that the duſt of our 
Books ſhould be wiped from us with Fox- 
tails,as they vſe todounto Pitures,(and jn- 
deed there was noſuch great difference be- 
tweenusand Pictures) and then that we 
ſhould bave good Broths made for us; and ſo 
be well again; Oh what manis able to ex- 
prefsthe great joy our Bowels received at 
the firſt diſh of Barley-broth chat was 
brought to us/ The Phyſicians ordered, that 
a0 one ſhould talk aloud for nine days in our 
; C 2 Chamber, 
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Chamber, becauſe our Stomachs being full 
of concavities, the leaſt word which was 
ſpoken, reſounded like an Eccho, bur 
ſomewhat oftner then that of 0vid. _ 

With theſe obſervations, we began to re- 
cruit our former ſtrength, and at four days 
end we fate up in our beds, yet all this 
while, wedid but look like ſhadows 1n reſ- 
pet of others. We were ſo diſrobed of our 
fleſh, and withall ſo yellowiſh, that a man 
weuld have taken us for walking Ghoſts; 
we ſpent the day in rendring thanks unto 
God, for having delivered us from the bon- 
dage of barbarous Ragot, and beſeeched 
him moſt devoutly, to guard all Chriſtians 
from his clutches. If whileſt we were at 
meat, wedid by chance think upon the diet 
of that miſerable Pedant , our appetites 
would fo encreaſe upon us, that we ate 
twiceas much : We acquainted Dorn Alonſo 
with Aagot's faſhions, we told him, -that 
at our fitting down to meals, he uſed to 
exclaim againſt gluttovy , though he had 
never tryed what it was. Inthat command-

He asked of me, whether 
I would accompany him. I who had no 
other paſſion then tobe out of that Coun- 
try where our former Belly-perſecuter ]iv- 
ed, anſwered, that I would moſt willingly 
continue in his Son's ſervice 3 thereupon he 
provided a Steward to over-ſee Don Diego's 
expences, him he furniſh'd with Bills of

Whilſt we were providing to alight out of 
the Coach, he addrefled himſelf unto my 
Maſter, he being the beſt cloathed, and 
gave him his hand to help him out, and 
then coming to me, asked me whether he 
was not going toltudy? Irold him he was; 
whereupon he brought us into a Chamber, 
Where were two Rufhans, who had no 0+ 
ther livelihood but what they picked up by 
proſtituting of two Trulls,then with them: 
In the ſame company was the Parſon of the 
Pariſh (ayiog his Prayers to the tune of their 
diſcourſe, an old covetous Merchant, who 
was endeavouring to forget-his Supper, and 
two tatter'd Scholars, who were laying their 
wits together how they might 1nſtnuate 
themſelves into one. My Maſter being as 
I ſaid the laſt comer, and but a young mao, 
called to the Maſter of the houſe, ſayipg, 
provide me what you have left, for my ſelf 
and my two Servants: Weareall your Ser- 
vants, ſaid rhe two Hettors at the ſame in- 
ſtant, as we ſhall teſtifie by our endeavours. 
Ho there, Maſter of the houſe, make the 
Squire welcome, ſct open your Pantry 
door, and Cupboards, hc'Il ſee you well 
paid, and therewithal comes one of them 
to him, and takes off his cloak, ſaying, will 
you pleaſe to reſt your ſ{c]t ? Whilſt they 
were thys diligent in attendivg him, which 
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I could not but admire at, one of the 
Nymphs came and accoſted my worſhipful 
ſelf, ſaying, what a handſom well-behaved 
young Gentleman is this? is he going to the 
Haiverlity? do you belong to bim? yes 
quoth I, and that other man too, pointing 
at our Steward. What may I call your 
Maſter? Dox Diego, Colonel Don Alonſo's 
Son ſaid I. 1 had ſcarcely ſaid fo, before 
one of the Bravoes went to him, and with 
tears in his eyes, embracing him very affe- 
Qionately z oh Squire Diego ſaid he, who 
would have thought ſo, it isten years fince 
I ſaw you, wretch that lam! now I ſeeI am 
much altered indeed fince you have forgot- 
ten me. My Maſter was not alittle aftoniſh- 
ed at this paſſage, for we both ſwore, we 
had never ſeen him in our lives. The Yother 
Swaſh-buckler was walking about my Ma- 
ſter, and looking him on the face, ſaid to 
his camerade, making the fign of the X, ts 
this that Gentleman's Son, whole worth 
you have ſo often cried up? ſurely we-are 
very happy in that we met thus accidentally 
with him, he is grown pretty tall ,- God 
bleſs him. This kind of diſcourſe had al- 
moſt confounded us, for by their talk one 
would havethought they had been born and 
bred with us. Dor Diego returned him ma- 
py complements, and juſt as he was about 
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to aſk him his name, the Haſt came intothe 
Chamber to lay the cloth, and. having ſmelt 
their defign, Be pleaſed Gentlemen to leave 
off {training of. courteſies, until another 
time, -for your Supper ſtays for you, ano- 
ther time will ferve for your Complements. 

He had no ſooner ſaid ſo, but one of the 


Scholars began'to fet the chairs about the 


POes and one at the upper end for Squire 
7:g0; tother brought io a diſh, and faid 
unto my Maſter, will your Worſhip be 
pleaſed to fit down, we ſha]l wait upon you 
until our Supper be ready : For God's ſake 
Gentlemen quoth Squire Diego, be pleaſed 
to. fit down likewiſe, and let us ſup toge- 
therz time enough, time enough: ſaid the 
Bravoes ( whereas my Maſter ſaid not. a 
word to either of them) our cloth is not 
yet laid. Now l (ceing ſome invited, and 
otherſome inviting rhiemſclyes, began to be 
In 8 great. fear of what might be the ſuc- 
ceſs, Behold we now the Scholars and 
roaring boys ali four at Supper with my 
Maſter, who looking him 1n the face, told 
him, It were pot handſom that in the pre- 
ſence of luch a worthy Gentleman', thoſe 
Ladies ſhould be ſuppetleſs 3 be pleaſed to 
entreat: them to honour the company 3 
whereupon my Maſter roſe up, and invited 
them to ſit Gown, which they didat the firſt 

word; 
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word; but good God, how like an Aſs did 
he look amongſt his Gueſts! Ina trice they 
had devoured a great diſh, of Coleworts, 
and made not above four mouthfuls apiece 
of a loaf which coſt three ſhillings. Theo, 

and there did I find by»woful experience, 
that a Spaniard is no temperate man, when 
he eats at anothers charge. Thea they fell 
upon a fide of roaſted Goat, and two great 


*cuts of powder'd meat. By this they began 


to be pretty full, and looking about they 
cſpied/Maſter Parſon, whoſe eyes were eat- 
ivg as heartily as the beſt of them : 3 Where- 
upon the Scholars roſe up, and turning to- 
wards him ſaid , how- is 'your Reverence 
there, (for io Spain that is their manner of 
ſpeech to. the Miniſters): be pleaſed to-draw 
neer, the Squires freeneſs and bounty may 
well -reach as far as you too. They had 
hardly.made an.cnd of ſpeaking, but down 
fits me Maſter Parſon. Ovr Steward ſee- 
ing his purſe was like to pay for all, began 
to ſcratch where it did not itch, and indeed 
ſo did | too. Then there was brought to 
the Table.two ribs of roſt Beef, and a cou- 
ple of Pigeons, they carved half of one of 
them to Doz Diego, and then the two Bra- 
voes, the Punks, the Scholars, and Maſter 
Parſon devour'd the reſt in the twinkling of 
an Eye.

When they had eaten up 
every bit, yet the Curate, a Pox take him," 
fel] to romaging over the bones which they 
had left; whereupon one of the HeCors 
turning sbout, ſaid, what forgetful wretch- 
es we were, for we have not left any thing 
for the Servants | Come hither ſaid he, dear 
hearts, ſpeaking'to me and our Steward, 
you Maſters of the houſe there, here's a Pi- 
ſto], let rhem have what the houſe doth af- 
ford; when behold of a ſudden up comes 
that damn'd pretended kinſman'of my Ma- 
ſters, and cries out pardon me Sir, it I tell 
you, you do not well underſtand the world 
or my Couſin, you do him a great injury, 
think you he hath not wherewithal to en- 
tertain his Servants? I befeech you put up 
your money. When I ſaw this ſtratagem,. 
I thought I ſhould have dyed for very an- 
ger; well, the cloth was taken away, and 
the Gentlemen took their leaves of my - wh 
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ſer, ſaying it was hightime to leave him to 
his reſt, He would needs pay for the Sup- 
per, but they replied, to morrow will be 
time enough. 

Whilſt every one of this worſhipful com- 
pany were retiring unto their Quarters, one 
of thoſe ragged Scholars ſeeing the Mer- 
chant faſt afleep,- ſaid unto the Bravoes, 
have you a mind to laugh alittle? Letus 
play the wag with this oid fellow, who hath 
eaten but one pear all this day. I warrant 
him a notable rich covetous rogue : you ſay 
well quoth the Swaſh-bucklers, be deſerves 
to haye a trick put upon him. The Scho- 
lar thereupon gets up cloſe to the Mer- 
chant, and takes away very handſomly a 
little Cloak-bag which lay under his feet ; 


he open'd itFand took out a Box full of 
Sugar-cakes, which he emptied, and fill'd 


up again with ſtones and dirt; then he un- 
truſs'd his Breeches and ſhit in the Box,upon 
which he laid about a dozen of thoſe ſhi- 
nipg ſtones which he had took out of a plai+ 
ſter-boxz which done, he ſhuts the Box.

I dare ſwear thou haſt 
been with ſome pitiful Grooms wite or 0+ 
ther 5 for my part 1 meddle with no fuch 
Cattel, no faith, mine are all with black 
Hogds, and Holland-Smocks. Hadſt thou 
come to me, I'de have 'ſaved 'thee' a good 
many Piſtols, which thon haft thrown away 
idly, it ſhould have coſt thee'nothing. It 


bs not money 1 value, nor would1 ever ask 


thee for one penny of that thou oweſt me. 
for Lodgipg, had I not occaſion to buy 
M 4 ſome 
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ſome Candle and Sallets againſt night, _ 
With that ſhe ended her diſcourſe,.and [ 
perceived all this: beating of the Buſh, was 
to get the mony [ owed her for my lodging, 
which I paid unto her, and told her I ſhould 
be very ſorry that my forgetfulneſs ſhould 
be the occaſion of hindring any her affairs. 
Whileſt I was.counting out her money, my 
misfortunes which were never unmindful of 
me, and the Devil who never forgot me, 
conſpired together to undo me once more, 
for the Conſtable bad been inform'd that ſhe 
kept an ugly Rogue then in the houſe, who 
lay with her, upon which accompt he came 
to lay hands on her. Now I pray do but 
conſider how things fell out : They came 
direCly up ſtairs into my chamber,and find-_ 
Ing me. in my bed, and her at my Bollter, 
they -concluded me to be the Gallant for 
whom they ſearch'd. Preſently they ſeiz'd 
on me, drew me out of bed, and drag'd 
me-up apd down the chamber, for I could 
not yet ſtand upon my legs.

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3n the next chamber, thought himſelf to be 
the man they ſought for, whereupon he pre- 
ſently got up, and contriving how to make 
ſure of one, got down ſtairs, and intended to 
get out at the back door, but one of the 
Officers had ſpied him, and got hold of him. 
Thereupon up they came to me; and defired 
me to pardon their miſtake, which I did 
very willingly, to be rid of them, Away 
they carried my Land-Jady and her Gallant 
to Priſon,and lefe me where they found me. 
I continued eight days longer in the fame 
houſe, under the Barbers hands,unable to go 
withour Crutches,and that which was worſt 
of all, I had not one crols left wherewithal 
to bleſs myſelf, for thoſe ſhaving Chirurgi- 
ons had fuck'd up my laſt hundred Royals, 
to ſet me upon my legs again.

I tune to light upon a company of Play- 
ers going for Toledo, they had three Coach- 
es with them , and amopeft.the reſt one 
who had been of my acquaintance whilſt I 
was at Alcale,, but had now Teft his: ſtudy 
to goto Play : Him I acquainted with my 
reſolution of leaving the Coturt and going 
to Toledo - he no ſooner heard me fay fo, 
but he. embraced me very kindly, _ 
ar 
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far prevailed with his friends, that they 
gave me leave to make one of their compa 
ny. When all was ready to ſet forth, they 
call'd on me to pay my part of the, horſe- 
hice, by which means [I got into one of the 
Coaches : Thry went higlety piglety all to- 
gether, men and women , amongſt whom 
there was one very handſom indeed, who 
danced exceeding well, andated the Queen 
and Priacefles in all cheir Comedies., Now 
as good luck would have it, it was my hap 
to fit next unto her Husband 3 and not 
kouwing unaro whom I fpake, but tranſport- 
ed þ» my pafſtion, or bewitched by her 
louks 3 do you know faid T unto him, how a 
man pmizh: boy yon Merchandile, or at leaſt 
how he” migat adventure twenty Crowns 
upo' hier, tor methinks ſhe is very handſom :

The truth 
is, I had already a great mind to the young 
woman; nor could | forbear ſcratching 
whereit itch d not; whereupon I eogaged 
to ſtay with therm two years; Our Writings 
and Articles,were drawn up, and executed 5 
I had my habits and ſpeeches delivered un- 
to me, and at laſt' unto Toledo we came, 
where in a ſhort time | made my ſelf fa- 
mous for one of the moſt able men of the 
Theater.

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We adventur'd upon a Comedy made by 
one of our own Tribe: Now' you mult 
know, I being but a Novice began to won» 
der when I ſawa Stage-player and a Poet, 
both one and the fame perſon; -for I ſuppo- 
ſed none but men of Parts and Abilities had 
undertaken that profeſſion ; butthe longer 
I liv'd the more I learnt, for at laſt I per- 
ceived that moſt of the Ators were all 
Compoſers: The time is well chavg'd, 
thought I to my ſelf, for I remember when 
no one but that excellent Lopo de Yega,durſt 
undertake to write one : Well, we adven- 
tured, asT told you, upon our Comedy, 
which was but ill contrived and worſe 
acted, in ſo much that the Auditors were 
very much diſcontented. 

The next day our Compoſer ſuppoſing 
he had then well mended the matrer, 10- 
gapged us to aCt it a ſecondtime: wedidſo, 
As God would have it,it began with a War, 
and I came upon the Stage arm'd with a 
Head-piece, Back and Breaſt, with a Trun- 
cheon in my hand, without which Lam con» 
fidentl had never come off alive,the ſtones 
and Cudgels did fo clutter about my earsz 
never was there ſuch a ſtorm ſeen or heard : 
Therruth is, the Comedy deſery'd it, for 
itchang'd a Norman King into a Hermite, 
without Rhime or Reaſon, head or tail ;

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Then for an, Iaterlyde jt brought in.two 
footmen;..and at laſt tocloſe up all the In- 
tricacies, It ended _in, a geueral, Marriages 
Sure I am we were, wcll paid for,our pains, 
and fome of us began to grumble: at,our 
Poet : Welaid before hjur the danger unto 
which he expoſed. us, and the. like, unto 
which he replyed ſaying, for his, part we 
need not fall out with- him, for, thexe was 
not any thing of his in the whole Comedy, 
but only the placing of ſeyeral Sp-eches to- 
gether, out of divers Plays, which he had 
in a Book bound up together, like a Cloak 
piecd- up. of ſeveral Ragsz, and that the 
misfortune was, they were not welt ſewed 
together : He confciied , one, day unto me, 
That all Comedians, meaning Compoſers, 
were under-the Statute of Reſtitution,, for 
that they ſtole all they did ; The xruth is, 1 
was much taken with the conceit, and re- 
ſoly'd to try how | cauld make. one hang 
together by the ſame Art: For to ſay the 
truth, I always found my. ſelf inclined to 
Poetry: I was acquainted with ſome, and 
had read others, as Garczlaſſo and the like. 
To be ſhort, I fell rojt, and what with the 
money I got, and what paſtime I had with 
the Players Wife, of whom I told you ,1 
lived very merrily, nor did we ever fall in- 
to any more ſuch przmunires, for we began 
| vt 
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totake up and corre@ our former a) 
ties, and made Plays indeed, by whis \ 
for my own ſhare no ſmall applauſe, and 
which pleas'd me better, no little ſum of 
money. | 

We had not been a full month in Toledo, 
before I had gotten three very good Sutts 
of clothes on my back ; nay, I became fo 
famous,that ſome other ſets of our own pro- 
fefſion would fain have corrupted me to 
come over to them: | was already Prom- 
pter ; [corretted their Action and Cadence: 
I was the only man that gave direQion for 
the drefliog or ſetting out the Stage. If any 
one preſented a new Comedy to be acted, 
it was preſently brought to my examinati- 
on, inſemuch that many days had not paſſed 
before I grew very conceited of my own 
worth, and began to patch upold ends to- 
gether z ſothat in ſhort 1 became an abſo- 
Jute Poet, and had the confidence, I mean, 
Impudence, to make a Comedy, which fo 
added to my former credit, that F wanted 
hands enough to write verſes, fo plagued I 
was with a company of amorous fools, that 
haunted meday and night, to acquaint me 
with the ſtate of their Loves, and tointreat 
me to make Copies of Verſes for them 
ſome upon abſence, others upon diſdain 
ſome upon jealoufie, and the like,according 
y to 
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to their ſeveral paſſions. ' Now I had a ſet 
price upon all my pieces, though the truth 
. 1s[ afforded them good cheap, for the quick- 
er ſale of them; Now as 1 was one day 
very hard at making of a Comedy, there 
'befel-me one of the pleaſanteſt things that 
I think was ever heard-of : And thus 1t was, 
for though ir redound ro.wy difcredit, yet 
I will not beaſhamed to acquaint you'with 
it - You muſt know, that when the Poetick 
fury came upon me, I had gotten ſuch a 
trick that [_ could not forbear walking up 
and down the Chamber with the ſame ear- 
neſtne(s, and reciting my Verſes. with the 
ſame loudneſs, as if I had been upon the 
Stage. -, Now it fo fell our, thata Maid in 
the houſe where I Lodged, was coming up 
to my Chamber juſt about noon with my 
Dinner, $hich was of two Diſhes, one of 
Broth, another of Roaſt-meat, at which 
time I was by chance upon a deſcription of 
the huntiog of Wild Beaſts, and of a Man 
pull'd down by a Bear, and as if it had 
been my.own elf, I began to cry out in a 
Pitiful tone,

The poor Wench was fo terrified with my 
cry and: ation, that ſhe verily' believed [ 
had really adviſed herito ſave her elf leſt 
{he were devoured : The great haſt in which 
ſhe was to be gone, made her leap down all 
the ſtairs at once; down ſhe carne, and the 
diſhes upon her; away ſhe got jnto the 
ſtreet, crying there was a Bear in the houſe, 
kiliidg andeating a-man : I heord the noiſe, 


and apprehended whence it came, went out 


that T' might diſ-abuſethe poor Girl : Bur 
not withſtanding all my haſte, I found about 
a dozen men at the door, ſome with Spits, - 
{ome with Halberes, and others with 
Swords, '{wearing and ſtaring,” who ask'd 
me where the Bear was £ Thereupon I up 
and told them rhe whole ſtory, and repeated 
the Verſes which had occaſioned that A- 
Iarm : Oh ! how mad and vexed they were ? 
ſo that what with ſhame, and what with 
anger, they curſed the Poetry and Poet too, 
unto the pic of Hell; but that little trov- 
bled me,that which concera'd me molt, was, 
I was forc'd to faſt that day for want of a 
Dinner, and to ſay Grace atter meal before 
I had eaten a bit of any thing. | 
My companions hearing of this adven-

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ture, intended to make a Sorg of it, and 
alt the Town'did riog again, borh of this 
and ſome other misforrunes which befet'me 
whileſt I made profeſſion of Poerry: 

"Not lonp'after, another accident betided 
us, "which -refleted on all the individual 
niembers of our fraternity, in-as much as it 
ftrnck at our very head, The Maſter of 
onr Company had ran in debt with ſome 
Long-lage Merchants, for old Clothes, and 
ſuch like neceſſaries of our uſe, but they 
perceiving nofign of money, arreſted him, 
hid-him vp in ſafe cuſtody z whereupon, 
all the reſt of his Creditors came'in thick 
and threefold upon him, by which meanshe 
lay underfo many locks and keys,that there 
was little ikelihood of his ever getting out :

Hen [ went off, I found my ſelf well 
: habired,and about a hundred pounds 
in my Purſe: I had likewiſe a particular 
friendſhip with him, who bad firſt intro» 
ducd me into the ſociety of my Stage-Play- 
ers;3 his name was'Al;fior, a man both of 
courage and diſcretivn., We two:laid our 
heads together, | and reſolved to travel the 
Country, and to ſee Seville, upon deſign of 
changing our garb, being once got thither, 
and. td bear it out: like Gentlemen indeed, 
that we might the more freely frequent Or- 
dinaries and gamipg houſes, and conſe- 
quently make uſe of our ſkill in Dice and 
Cards, we bought us a brace of very good 
Mules, and came to Seville very happily. 
In all our journey we ſpent not one penry 
ot.our main ſtock, for we had light upon 
ſome youngſters, whom we fleec'd ſo well,

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that their monies paid our reckonings. We 
had not beer 10hg there, ere wefold-our 
Mules with their 'apþpurtenances, ' 'and'-put 
vur ſelves itito vur intended garb, wherein 
the Comedy'tad made us ſo dexterdusjthar 
no-one lividy cotld have: miſtruſted as; ti- 
ther by ont behaviour -or language. -\*Fhe 
frlt thing 'we'did, was toinform our ſelves 
of the publick meeting places, and the ſe- 
veral companies tharwbre in the Cityt: We 
got acquainted with the vames of the ſeve- 
ral ſtreets; "and great men! who then! lived 
in the Town, But it was not longiere we 
ſteer d another courſe, 'for as we were one 
day coning of our leflons, I chanc'&t& look 
vpon a" certzin fair houſe, which took 'up 
my thoughts for ſome Jittle time, and/at one 
of the windows I beheld a young Gentle- 
woman, exceeding handſom, and to my ap- 
prehenſion,- not above fifteen years'old. 
W:lft I was taking a view of her, ſhewith- 
drew her eif, and | pafled on my way. I 
turn'd to my Companion, and aſked him if 
he took notice of the young Gentlewoman 
at the window 3 yes {aid he, I ſhould have 
been very ſorry not to have ſeen ber, for in- 
deed {he is vety handfom 3 I wonld 10 God 
repliedT, I had uot feen her, for the hath

Well, on we went, and in concluſion bome 
we returned.
